London, Sept. B.—The Greek gov­ 
ernm ent at Athens has accepted the 
demands of the entente powers In their 
entirety and agents of the French and 
British governments are taking over 
th* control of postal and telegraphic 
communication. 
Baron von Schenk, chief director of 
the German propaganda In Greece, has 
been arrested In Athena and taken on 
hoard a cruiser of the entente al if'. 
Sixteen additional warships of the en 
tent* powers have arrived at Piraeus 
Seiling the opportunity offered by i 
th# presence at Piraeus, within gun­ 
shot of Athens, of a large fleet of the 
entente nations. Premier Zatmls has 
assumed unobtrusively what amounts 
to virtually dictatorial powers. 
All is 
now In readiness for the Anal act to 
end the neutrality of Greece. 
While the people of Athens were be 
log mildly amuse I at tile ape facie of 
aJHed sailors and Rerret poller pur 
PUlng German agents about tile streets, 
a profound change In the status of af 
fairs was effected quietly.
